Resolved, That this doctrine has too 
long been held as a potent weapon in the 
hands of time serving commen|ators and 
designing priests to beat down'the ising 
spirit of rehgious liberty, and discourage 
seienufic development, to subserve the yn. 
terests of blind guides and false teachers, 
and to fill all chitstendom with contention 
and stnfe, and therefore the ume has 
come to declare tts untruthfulness and to 
unmask those who, are guilty of this im. 
posture 

Resolved, That the “ Word of God’? ig 
not bound either within the hds of any 
book or by ecclesiastical edict, but, hko 
its Divine author, was before all hooks 
and ts every where present, and from ev- 
erlasting to everlasting, ever enunciating 
the same law and requiring tho same obe- 
dience, beng quick and powerful, and 
sharper than any two edged sword, the 
Bible itself being witness 

Resolved, That it 19 a secondary ques.

important question is, what do they 
teach and command, and in order to ag.

ceive the Bible as the inspired Word of 
God, and then to make it a penal offence 
to give it to any of the millions who aro 
held as chattel slaves on this soil; thus 
conspiring to make them miserable here 
and herealter 

Resolved, ‘That judging them by their 
coutse of action towaids all the reforms 
of the age, and their position im society, 
the clergy of this country as a body would 
as readily burn the Biblo fo morrow if 
public sentiment demanded it, and perse. 
cution and loss of charactor should be the 
result of disobedience, as to-day they are 
found earnest in then endorsement of tho 
plenary inspiration of that book in accord. 
ance with public sentiment

And for a violation of this Ordinance, the person

« Every part of the brief but glorious life 
of Pocahontas is‘oalculated to produce a 
thrill of admiration, and to reflect the 
highest bonor en her name, The most 
memorable event of her life is thus re- 
corded, “After i long consultation among 
the Indians, ‘the fate of Captain Sniith, 
who was the leader of the first colony in 
Virginin, was decided. ‘The ,conclave 
resumed their’ silent dignity—two huge 
stones were placed near the water’s edge, 
Smith was Jashed to them, and his head 
laid down, as a preparation for beaung 
out his brains with war-clybs Powhat- 
tan raised tho fatal instrument, and the 
savage multitude, with then blood stain- 
ed weapons, stood near their king, silent 
ly awaiting the prisoner’s last moment 
Bat Smith was not destined thus to perish.
